If he got this lower rate ho would 


not expect a monopoly of the drop in 
prices. 
Ho knows that his friends 


and neighbors- would participate iu 
tJiT) drop also, uudj he is willing to 
take his chances with them. 


The establishment of a parcels post 


would be nothing more nor less than 
a drop in express rates. 
That is, it 


would have exactly the same effect on 
trade, in general. 


Wo opine that the only ones wlio 


would suffer from tho new order of 
things would be those who are en- 
Kagod in a similar business, namely, 
that of, carry ing express matter, and 
ib looks very much as if the express 
companies may have been the princi- 
pal opponents of the new order of 
things.

Wo.do not blame the express c,om.- 


panics for lookiug after their own in- 
terests. 
Nobody else will look after 


thorn if they do not. At tho same time 
the world is bound to progress, and 
it seems to be progressing along 
socialistic lines nowadays, and while 
tho establishment of a parcels post 
may bo hold off Cor' a time, we be- 
lieve that it is bound to come in the 
end.

it offers a splendid chance to talk about the merits of the products, 
but 'pon honor now, we are not hiring that "Weekly." 


The general reader seldom cares much for the details of "scraps." 


A few may have read lately some articles attacking us and may

Some time ago a disagreement arose with a "Weekly." They 


endorsed our foods by letter, but wanted to change the form of 
advertising, to which we objected. 


The "Weekly" discontinued inserting our advertisements while

writer to go after, hunt for some little spot to criticise, then distort, 
twist and present it to the pubrTc under scare heads.

After tireless spying about he summoned 


twenty-five of our workmen and took their testimony. Every 
single one testified that the foods are made of exactly the grain and 
ingredients printed on the packages; the wheat, barley and corn 
being the choicest obtainable—all thoroughly cleaned—the water of 
the purest, and every part of the factories and machinery kept 
scrupulously clean. 


That all proved disappointing to the "Weekly." There are 


very few factories, hospitals, private—or hotel and restaurant kit- 
chens that could stand the close spying at unexpected times and by 
an enemy paid to find dirt or impurities of some kind. 


In any ordinary kitchen or factory he would find something to 


magnify and make a noise about. 


But he failed utterly with the Postum Works and products.

The monitor gradually la passing as.an 
active sorvlco vessel and It Is not likely that 
anybody connected with tho service from ad- 
miral down to cook's mate Is sorry for it. The 
hoat In tho monitors Is something Intense, and 
as tho waves wash over tho low decks of tho 
vessels when any kind of a breeze is blowing 
the men are confined below with no air except 
nuch as la pumped down to them by way'of 
tho engine room, and this air is hot, oily and 
productive on many occasions of sickness, 
called sea sickness, but which in reality Is 
nothing of tho kind, although It has all the 
attendant symptoms of tho real article. 


Tho modern battleships are frightfully hot 


bolow decks, especially when they got into 
tropical and sub-tropical waters. 
A civilian 


who went to Panama with President TaCt said 
that In his cabin when dressing for dinner he 
was obliged to stand directly In tho draught of 
a blow pipo to prevent tho profuse perspira- 
tion from so "melting" the bosom of his dross 
shirt that It Avould bo unpresentable when ho 
appeared at tho president's table. Tho ther- 
mometer In tho staterooms stood at about 112 
degrees. 


Somo years ago an officer who was sta- 


tioned on ft monitor waa found doad In his 
berth and tho surgeons pronounced his doath 
to have boon caused by apoplexy, heat apo- 
plexy tho officers of tho ship called It. An old 
naval officer In Washington has told mo that 
tho thermometer In tho cabin, of tho officer 
who died stood at 140 degrees and that tho 
death waa due solely to a heat stroke. 


During the Spanish war the monitor Mian- 


tonomah was on blockading duty off the port 
of Havana, Cuba, The Mlantonomah la an old 
stool monitor cased In metal and with tho 


from tho service because they wore constantly 
seasick while on service on the battleships; 
Tho young follows stuck it out for several voy- 
ages, but whon it Is reraomberod that a seasick 
man aa a rule is so sick that he ia perfectly 
willing to die, it can bo understood what these 
young fellows suffered during the weeks of 
tho voyaging. They resigned from the navy 
simply bocauao they could not be of any serv- 
ice. 
They were sick from tho moment the voy- 


age began until they were back once more In 
port. They were competent officers and since 
tholr resignation they have been given land 
berths us officers of heavy artillery in tho 
United States army. 


I asked an old naval officer recently, a man 


who served on tho old frigate Constitution, Jf 
ho knew of any cases of chronic seasickness 
among officers and men. during the old days 
of tho service. Ho said he knew of only one 
caso, that of an officer who- developed seasick- 
ness after somo years of servicq, but that it 
was thought that a slight injury to his spine 
had affected his stomach and that it was this 
more than tho motion of the vessel which was 
the cause of his ailment 
. 


This samo veteran officer said that there 


is considerable seasickness today in tho navy, 
although comparatively fow cases that could 
bo called chronic, and that they were due, ho 
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omcers and men on board escaped to the OB- 
Gipee,'being obliged to leave their belongings 
behind. 'The beneficent United States govern- 
mont, becaus'o of some red tape reason or 
other, declined to moke good to the deyotod 
sailors the property -which they had lost 
through no fault of their own and In direct line 
of duty. 


Captain Underwood was for two years In 


command of the United Status government sta- 
tion in the Samoan Islands. Ho was consid- 
ered ono of the handsomest men in the service 
of his country. 
He was over six feet high, 


finely proportioned and a fine physical speci- 
men generally. No war with man went on In 
the Samoan islands, but the heat and the food 
and the dovlllshness of the climate generally

Underwood- had never been given an assign- 
ment at the Samoan Islands It Is probable 
that he would have continued In the. active 
service until, the age limit of sixty-two years' 
was reached. The dangers of warfare are not 
the only ones by any means that, navy and 
army omcers aro obliged to meet.

willing to die, it can bo understood what these 
young fellows suffered during the weeks of 
tho voyaging. 
They resigned from the navy 


simply because they could not be of any serv- 
ice. They were sick from the moment the voy- 
age began until they were back once moro In 
]>ort. They were competent officers and since 
their resignation they have been given land 
berths 119 officers of heavy arllllory In tho 
UnlloJ States army, 


I ashed an old naval officer recently, a man 


who served on, the old frigate Constitution, If 
ho know of any cases of chronic seasickness 
among officers niul men during the old days 
of tho service. Ho Bald he knew of only ono 
case, that of nn ofllcor who developed seasick- 
ness after some years of service, but that It 
wus thought that n slight Injury to his splno 
had affected hi» stomach and that It was this 
more than the motion of tho vessel which waa 
the cause of his ailment. 


This same veteran officer said that there 


Is considerable seasickness today In the navy, 
although comparalively few cases that could 
be called chronic, and that they were due, ho 
believed, moro to the heat of tho modern steel 
vessels than to the motion caused by the 
waves. In the old days of wooden ships with

Captain Underwood was for two years In 


command of tha United States government sta- 
tion In the Samoan Islands.

finely proportioned and a fine physical apecl- 
men generally. No wnr with man went on In 
tbe Snmoan Inlands, but the heat anil the fooil 
nnil the dovtHnhnesB of, tho climate generally 
did the work of the battlefield. 
If Captain 


Underwood had never been given an assign- 
ment at tho Samoan Islands It Is probable 
that ho would have continued In the active 
service until the age limit of sixty-two years 
was reached. The dangers of warfare are not 
the only ones by any moans that navy and 
army officers are obliged to meet. 


It may do no harm bore to recall the story 


of the heroism of Lieut, James E, Bell of the 
United States nrmy, who died because of hla 
devotion to duty, died at a time when no bul- 
lets were flying, but when an even deadlier 
foe of necessity mutt be met, This story has 
been published many times, but U boa Ita ever- 
looting lesson. 


Fort Jefferson, on the Tortugns, In August 


of the year 1873 was garrisoned by Battery M, 
First United Slates artillery.

Capt. L. L. Langdon had 
been granted a leave of absence to go north 
to tho bedside of his dying father.

it may come as a surprise. 


The plan was submitted to the na- 


tional monetary commission, but Sen- 
ator Aid rich was not present.

Representative Vreeland of New York. 


Fur from recommending the estab- 


lishment of it central bank, Mr. Aid- 
rich expressly disclaims belief In It 
as calculated to meet the needs of 
tho situation, la his letter of trans- 
initial he says: 


"While we havo found much that Is 


admirable In the operation of the vari- 
ous government banks of Europe, 
none of them Is applicable to 
our 


needs here. Tho good results which 
they obtain can, I believe, be reached 
without the creation of such a central 
bank. 
I feel that the plan which Is 


proponed reaches those results with- 
out being open 
to 
the objections 


which may well be brought against 
suc.h an institution." 


What Mr, Aldrlch does propose Is 


the establishment of tho "Reserve As- 
sociation of America," representing 
what might be called a federation of 
local associations formed by national 
banks. Tho plan in brief follows: 


Local organizations of representa- 


tives of banks, formed by not fewer 
than -ten banks, each bank holding 
stock In the association In proposition 
to Its en pita]. 


Directors elected by theso to the 


board of "branch" associations, one 
branch for each of 15 financial dls? 
trlctB Into which the United States 
would be divided. 
Each 
"branch" 


board would include n certain propor- 
tion of men not bankers, but repre- 
senting Industrial, agricultural, com- 
mercial nnd ol.her interests. 


Tho association would bo the prin- 


cipal fiscal agent and depository of 
the government ;.nd would fix from 
time to time the rate of exchange or 
discount, 
Eventually Its notes would 


replace those of tho national banks. 
Prime commercial paper, passing up 
from the banks through tho local as- 
sociations and branches, as well r.s 
bonds of the government, could bo 
used as a basis for currency Issue. 


Two new classea of national banks 


or departments of banks to be estab- 
lished to receive savings nnd make 
loans on real estate and to be in ef- 
fect national trust companies.

783,000,000 bushels exceeds 
that of the United States'by 26,000,000 
bushels, and is greater than its own 
previous record by about 100,000,000 
bushels. 
The development of'wheat 


growing has been most rapid along 
the line of the Trans-Siberian railway.

population, 
this has 


made Russia one of the great sources 
of supply for the rest ; of the world, 
Franco consumes much, of 'the wheat

Now York,—Tho proposal of th« 


director of tho census that In future 
publications on city population urban 
centers shall bo used as tho proper 
units Instead of tho arbitrary politi- 
cal divisions indicated by city boun- 
dary linos is ono that appeals strong- 
Jy to Now York, for It gives hopo of 
enabling tho city to surpass lx>ndon 
and to claim first place among all 
tho cities of tho world. 


Although this city hns spread out 


almost evenly in all directions, KB 
westward growth novor hns shown In 
tho census returns because 
It 
has 


been beyond the boundary lino of 
Now Jersey. 


Under the now plan all tbo popula- 


tion in tho urban area of each largo 
city, us determined by tho exports of 
the census bureau, would bo credited 
to that city. This would add about a 
million to the present ofllciul popula- 
tion of Greater New York, Riving it 
5,800,000. 


Whilo this would still bo lower than 


the population of 
Greater London, 


which is now placed at nearly 7,000,- 
000, Uio growth of Now York Is much 
more rapid, and if tho present rates 
wero maintained it 
would 
pans its 


European rival. 


Aside from the prestige of beiiiR iho 


first cily In tho world, however, there 
is llttlo to bo gained by additions to 
tho sixo of tho city. 
Popular senti- 


ment, In fact, seems to bo against 
any considerable additions to the pres- 
ent ad mini strati vo area. 


For tho present, moat persona hold, 


tho problems of giving tho greater 
city proper government are 
difficult 


enough without further complications, 
but tho plan of tho census authori- 
ties, which would glvo Iho cily credit 
for the population logically belonging 
to it without adding to its 
actual

ELASTICITY AS THE 
OBJECT 


Would Be Principal Fiscal Agent of 


Government, New Financial Houses 
to Receive Savings—Plan Designed 
to Provide Money for Business. 


Washington.—Senator N. W. Ald- 


rlch's "plan for the revision of the 
national banking legislation," as he 
calls It, was given publicity Tuesday. 


It does not contemplate the estab- 


lishment of a central bank and it is 
so far from what many have expected 
Mr. Aldrich to propose that to those 
who have not been in his confidence 
It may come as a surprise. 


The plan was submitted to the na- 


tional monetary commission, but Sen- 
ator Aldrich was not present. 
His 


communication was presented to the 
commission 
by 
the 
vice-chairman, 


Representative Vreeland of New York. 


Far from recommending the estab- 


lishment ot a central bank, Mr. Aid- 
rich expressly disclaims belief In it 
as calculated to meet the needs of 
the situation. In his letter o£ trans- 
mittal he says: 


"While we have found much that Is 


admirable In the operation of the vari- 
ous government banks of Europe, 
none ot them is applicable to 
our 


neods here. Tho good results which 
they obtain can, I believe, be reached 
without the creation of such a central 
bank. I feel that the plan which is 
proposed reaches those results with- 
out being open to the objections 
which may well be brought against 
such an Institution." 


What Mr. Aldrich does propose is 


the establishment of the "Reserve As- 
sociation of America," representing 
what might be called a federation of 
local associations formed by national 
banks. The plan in brief follows: 


Local organizations of representa- 


lives of banks, formed by not fewer 
than ten banks, each bank holding 
stock in the association in proposition 
to its capital. 
Directors elected by these to the 


board of "branch" associations, one 
branch for each of 15 financial dis? 
tricts into which the United States 
would be divided. 
Each 
"branch" 


board would include a certain propor- 
tion of men not bankers, but repre- 
senting industrial, agricultural, com- 
mercial and other interests. 


The association would be the prin- 


cipal fiscal agent and depository of 
the government ;.nd would fix from 
time to time the rate of exchange or 
discount. Eventually its notes would 
replace those of the national banks. 
Prime commercial paper, passing up 
from the banks through the local as- 
sociations and branches, as well r-.s 
bonds of the government, could be 
used as a basis for currency Issue. 


Two new classes of national banks 


or departments of banks to be estab- 
lished to receive savings and make 
loans on real estate and to be in ef- 
fect national trust companies.

Declares He Will Press Resolution to 


Have Findings of Investigating 


Committee Balloted On. 


Washington.—A resolution was In- 


troduced In the senate by Senator Pur- 
cell of North Dakota looking to a re- 
newal of the fight on Secretary of the 
Interior Ballinger. 
The resolution seeks to force out 


into the open the report of the joint 
cor-gressional committee that investi- 
gated the charges made against the 
cabinet officer by Gifford Pinchot, for- 
mer chief forester. 
The report has 


been in the possession of both the 
senate and house for some time, but 
no action has been taken on it. both 
branches apparently being willing to 
let. the matter remain as it is. 


The resolution in part reads: 
"It is the sense of the senate that 


the findings and conclusions reported 
by certain members of said commit- 
tee to the effect that Richard A. Bal- 
linger, secretary of the interior, haa 
not been true to the trust reposed In 
him as such secretary, that his ad- 
ministration of that office has been 
marked by a lack of fidelity to the 
public interests and that he is not 
deserving of public confidence and 
should no longer be retained in that 
office, are based upon and in substan- 
tial conformity with the evidence re- 
ported by the committee." 


Senator Purcell is a member of the 


Ballinger-Pinchot- investigating 
com- 


mittee and in response to an inquiry 
he said that it was his pnrposo la 
press the resolution to a vote if pos- 
sible.

Senator Burrows, Chairman of the In 


veotigating Committee Defends

Larimer in Debate. 


Washington.—"There is absolute!} 


no proof in tbe case, direct or indirect, 
from which a 
legitimate inference 


could bo drawn that a single membei 
of the general assembly was corrupt 
ly influenced to vote for Mr. Lori- 
mer." 
This was the conclusion of Senator 


Burrows in a speech in the senate 
Wednesday defending the 
right 
oi 


Senator William Lorimer to his seat 
iu the senate. 


After summarizing the testimony ol 


Witnesses White, Link, Beckemeyer 
aud Holstlaw, Senator Burrows 
de- 


clared that, "it is obvious that 
there 


is nothing in the statements of any 
one of them or in the statements oi 
all of them taken together, 
which 


would justify a conclusion that their 
testimony as 
to 
bribery is true, or 


could be relied upon in a matter of 
even minor importance." 


In'introducing his speech. Senator 


Burrows reminded the senate that it 
was a court of 92 judges and that no 
member of that tribunal should "per- 
mit his judgment to be 
warped by 


public clamor, however boisterous! or 
private 
appeals, 
however 
potential 


and commanding." 


"The labors of the committee," said 


Senator Burrows, "were greatly light- 
ened and the scope of the investiga- 
tion materially curtailed 
by the ad- 


mission of counsel for the prosecution 
that it was not expected to 
connect 


Senator 
Lorimer 
with any acts oi 


bribery. With this avowal there was 
no evidence submitted to tbe commit- 
tee, or obtainable so far as known, in- 
culpating Senator Lorimer in the.bri- 
bery or attempted bribery, if 
such 


there was of any member of the legis- 
lature." 


The testimony of Charles A. White, 


a m'ember of the Illinois legislature,- 
who charged bribery in the election 
of Senator Lorimer. came in for se- 
vere denunciation by Senator Bur- 
rows. 
At the conclusion of Senator Bur- 


rows' address. Senator Borah of Idaho 
obtained the floor and summed up the 
evidence to the contrary, in order that 
at a later date he might proceed with 
his argument in favor of Senator'Bev- 
eridge's resolution declaring Lorimer's 
election illegal.

who are to be voted on as electo*.

The bill also provides for thu circu- 


lation ol' nomination papers in behalf 
of tho presidential candidates, in or- 
der thai their names may go on the 
ballot in the same manner as those of 
other candidates at a primary.

The development of wheat 


growing has been most rapid along 
the line of the Trans-Siberian railway. 
4.S th> home consumption is small in 
proportion to population, this haa 
made Russia one of the great source! 
of supply for tho rest of the world. 
France consumes much., of'the wheat 
that it grows. 
The present price ol 


wheat in the "United. States, when 
placed against the surplus product ol 
Russia, makes it .more difficult for thij 
country to hold Its place as an ey 
porter of that cereal.
